you. 


"If ye were of the world, the 


world would love his own; but be- 
cause ye are not of the world, but 
I have chosen you out of the world, 
therefore the world hateth you. 


"Remember the word that I said 


unto you. The servant is not great- 
er than his Lord. If they have per- 
secuted me, they will also perse- 
cute you." 


Ransom was a nested in Febru- 


ary of this year and was given a 
preliminary hearing in a Federal 
court in Freeport. 


His defense consisted of a claim 


that while he did not head an or- 
ganized church group, he neverthe- 
less was a "minister" of the gos- 
pel. 


Ransom lives with his patents, 


Mr. and Mrs. Roy Ransom, who 
operate a farm southwest of Dix-

He admitted that his defense thus 
far has cost him "about S350."

Wilson told newsmen Monday 


that while he had a "lot of sym- 
pathy" for the jobless in labor 
surplus areas, he has always 
"liked bird dogs better than ken- 
nel-fed dogs." 


After reading published reports 


of the press conference. Walter 
Rcuthcr. CIO and United Auto 


Workers president, sent a five- 
page telegram to President Eisen- 
hower 
demanding 
that 
Wilson 


"publicly retract" the statement 
or "be asked to retire from pub- 
lic life." 


Wilson made th« remark in an- 


swer to newsmen's questions on 
the placing of defense contracts in 
labor distressed areas. 


After stories of the news con- 


ference appeared in Detroit pa- 
pers, 
the 
Michigan Republican 


State Central Committee early to- 
day issued what it said was a 
tape-recorded 
transcript of the 


conference. 


The transcript quoted Wilson as

Dr. Lanphier said that piessuie 


mcieases at the late of one pound 
per squaie inch foi every two feet 
of descent by the diver. He said at 
99 feet, the piessuie is four times 
what it is at the suiface. 


"The-human body can stand quite 


a lot of pressure because the fluid 
make-up of the body \\ill absorb 
and diffuse this pressure." He went 
on to say. "The trouble is that 
there ate cettain air spaces in the 
body, such as the middle ear and 
sinuses, and the piessure of great 
depths acts upon these areas." 


He said the lungs are a little dif- 


feient in that they can operate nor- 
mally if properly supplied with air. 
The trouble or real problem arises 
when the person ascends too rap- 
idly.

Medical Men 
Put Finger 
On Smoking 


Public Health Cancer 
Assn. Advises Public 
To Quit Cigarettes 


BUFFALO, N. Y. UP>— 


The Public Health Cancer 
Assn. says there is now suffi- 
cient evidence of a relation- 
ship between smoking cigar- 
ettes and lung cancer and ad- 
vises the public to stop smok- 
ing cigarettes to reduce the 
incidence of the disease. 


In a resolution adopted Monday, 


the association urged American 
youth to "ponder well the question 
of whether the risk involved in 
cigarette smoking is worth the 
pleasure gained." 


Dr. Morton L. Levin, assistant 


New York state health com mis 
sioner. offered the resolution. 
It 


was passed by a 13-3 vote, with 
about two dozen of 'those present 
not voting. 


Dr. Levin said many of those 


not voting were not members o 
th« association. 


First to Art 


He said the association, to his 


knowledge, was the first public 
cancer group to specifically ad 
vise the public against cmokinf 
cigarette*. 


The ctncer as*ociation. founded 


in 1942, has about 200 members 
mostly public health officers and 
professional persons working to 
combat the disease. Its members 
are associated with the U. S. Pub 
lie HealOi Service, state and loca 
health departments and voluntary 
cancer control groups such as the 
American Cancer Society.

who said they thought cigarette 
were a "maior factor in causinj 
lung cancer."

Margins in Cattle-Feeding 
Will Be Smaller? Claim

Most cattle feeders made larger 


! than average profits in the 1953-54 


i season. This fact, plus good pas- 
tures in most of the important cat- 
tle-feeding areas, made a strong 
demand for feeder cattle this fall. 
Corn-belt farmers have laid in 
large numbers of stockers and 
feeders at prices 51 to S3 higher 


i than last fall. These higher first 
costs seem likely to squeeze profits 
to less than normal in the 1954-55 
season. 


Supplies of beef in 1955 seem 


likely to be nearly as large as those 
of this year. It is possible that even 
more cattle will be marketed in 
the year ahead than in 1954. but 
less other beef may be available. 


Although consumer buying power 


is expected to hold near 1954 'levels 
through 1955. no marked increase 
in the demand for beef is now in 
prospect. 


Little Change 


If. as is now expected, both sup- 


plies of and demand for beef con- 
tinue near 1954 levels through the 
next vear. prices for slaughter cat- 
tle will also continue in the same 
range. 


Feed costs in 1955 seem likely to 


average near those of this year. 
The supply of feed grains is 4 to 
5 per cent larger than it was one 
year ago. but there has been a cor- 
responding increase in numbers of 
grain-consuming animals. It ap- 
pears that the average price of 
corn will be 5 to 10 cents higher

Protein supplements may cost a 


little less for the coming year than 
they did in the past feeding year. 
There should be more and cheaper 
soybean meal because the crop is 
one fourth larger than last year's. 
But there is less cottonseed meal in 
prospect, because both acreage re- 
strictions and drouth cut the cotton 
crop. 


The 
lower 
profit 
margins in 


prospect for this year do not allow 
any cushion for mistakes in feed- 
ing or marketing. Costs of gains 
must be kept low by making good 
use of roughage and by buying pro- 
tein supplements that furnish pro- 
tein at the lowest price per pound. 


Aim For Market 


Remember the seasons that us- 


ually bring the highest prices for 
each grade of cattle: Common and 
Utility steers, cows and other cheap 
cattle almost always sell best in 
the spring months — April, May 
and June. 


Steers that grade Good most off* 


en bring their best prices in June, 
July and August. Good heifers also 
sell well on the early summer mar- 
ket, although heifers with excep- 
tional quality can be given more 
finish and moved in the late sum- 
mer. 


Steers grading.Choice bring high- 


est aevrage prices in August, Sep- 
tember and October. Those with 
most quality can be fed longest 
without excessive risk of price de- 
cline. 


Prime steers almost always sell 


best from September through De- 
cember. Sometimes January mar- 
kets are good, but it is safer to 
have top cattle sold before the year 
ends. In recent years February has 
been a very weak market for top 
cattle. 


If you plan your feeding and 


marketing programs to hit these, 
usually good price seasons, you 
will increase your chances of mak- 
ing a profit from cattle feeding 
during the year ahead.

Conservation Work 


All six conservation projects were 


judged on (he cooperation and ac- 
complishments of each patrol. Each 
project lasted 45 minutes. These 
projects were: (1) Chopping down 
dead oak trees in an accuracy con- 
test. (2) Trimming: the dead oak 
trees of their branches and drag- 
ging the tree by rope to a central 
sawing area, (3) Sawing the trunks 
of these dead trees into sections 
and placing these sections in a 
contour position at the foot of live 
trees growing on steep eroded hill 
—(these trees held the logs in 
place) and filling the space under- 
neath 
ihe logs with branches, 


leaves and loose rock, (4) Studying 
what erosion had done to the old 
council ring, and then, through use 
of shovels, picks, 
wheelbarrows, 


logs, branches, leaves and muscle, 
helping to improve and protect the 
council ring from erosion, (5) Prun- 
ing a grove of pine trees that were 
about 15-20 years of age. that is 
sawing-off the branches from the 
ground up to about 6 feet in height. 
(6) Making bird-houses and bird- 
feeders from p:eces of oak slabs. 


Over 950 young pine trees were 


pruned. An outstanding hilly camp- 
site, whose borders were rapidly 
diminishing due to erosion, was 
saved by the Scouts in an outstand- 
ing example of check-mating ero- 
sion through the use of dead trees. 
branches and leaves. The council 
ring project was also a wonderful 
example of what Scouts can do to 
check soil erosion.

Cleaning Up the Housing Mess 


The ugly-mess housing scandal has been growing in size 


every day And Attorney General Brownell has now taken 
concrete action to see that the parties who caused the mess 
will be swiftly hauled into court.

He has set up a special new unit m the justice depart- 


m»nt's criminal division to handle such cases exclusively. 
(The case-load has grown so big. he says, that the frauds 
division alone gets 10 or more new ones a day.) 


Brownell will seek his indictments from a special federal 


"•rand jury panel, which was drawn at his own request and 
already has opened hearings 
He has asked it to probe 


"specifically" the conduct of Clyde L. Powell, the ousted 
assistant commissioner of the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration. 
•

In a six-months investigation by the senate banking 


committee. Powell has been under heavy fire. The commit- 
tee developed testimony that he sought both bribes and loans 
irom builders working on housing cunlracls, and he banked, 
in a 10-year period, nearly three times his government 
salary. 


On three different occasions, Powell refused to answer 


the charges by invoking the Fifth Amendment. 


He has since tried to halt the grand jury probe on the 


grounds that it isn't legal. He calls it an outright "politi- 
cal" move made with the coming elections in mind—a plea 
that was quickly rejected by a judge of the district court. 


Court decision or no. the charge that Brownell has po- 


litical motives is likely to be repeated. And it certainly 
must be admitted that "his timing could hardly be better.

The fact remains, nevertheless, that the taxpaying U. S. 


public has been bilked of millions of dollars. There clearly 
was widespread corruption, and those who are thought to be 
guilty should be brought to trial at the earliest date—even 
if Brownell tries them on the Monday before election 


The biggest culprit of all, of course, can never be brought 


to trial. We refer to the government housing law which 
allowed this mess in the first place. 


When FHA was created, there were serious national 


housing needs which demanded a flexible housing system. 
But the law by which it was born did not include adequate 
safeguards. 


It permitted employes of FHA to use the widest discre- 


tion in doling out huge sums of money. It permitted private 
building promoters to invest a few thousand dollars and reap 
a "windfall" of millions—all in a way that was technically 
"legal." 


Such a law invited corruption, and corruption is what 
it brought.

The Doctor Says; 


Surgery Is Most Effective 
Treatment for Hernia 


By EDWEV P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Several questions regarding her- 


nia have been brought up by a re- 
cent correspondent which I shall 
attempt to answer in this column. 


He says that he is 60 and has had 


a hernia on his left side for several 
years. He has leceived hteiature 
from a hernia control service and 
wonders if this will bring perma- 
nent control, since he is not too 
keen on an operation. 


One cannot give a specific reply 


to these questions without knowing 
more concerning the degree of the 
hernia, the physical condition of 
ihe hernia, the physical condition 
of the patient and his occupation. 
The question of hernia or rupture. 
which is the same thing, can how- 
e\er be discussed in general and 
may thiow some light on this cor- 
respondent's questions. 


A IU PTVRE is a weakening of 


the structures which are supposed 
to hold ihe organs in place, usuallv 
the abdominal organs. It is be- 
heved that this weakness is more 
or less inborn, though it may never 
show up unless some heavy strain 
has been put on the weakened 
ii»=ue by lifting something too 
hcaiy or some similar injury. 


But once a rupture has devel- 


oped it is hkely to get gradually 


always strong enough to bring 
permanent relief. Although the in 
jection treatment still has *om< 
supporters, it is probably not used 
as much as it used to be and is no 
as desirable as surgery in mos 
cases. 


SURGERY IS the most effective 


treatment. By this means the con 
tents of the sac can be put back 
m place and a firm covering buil 
up at the weak point so that the 
oigans aie kept where they belong 
The hernia occasionally return 
after such operations, often be 
cause of the carelessness of th 
patient, but modern methods o 
operating have improved the tech 
mque so much that fewer and few 
er recurrences develop.

THERE ARE three possible lines 


of tieatment for a hernia. The 
simplest is to wear a truss or sup- 
po;t which may keep the sac and 
abdominal contents more or less in 
place. This can be reasonably sat- 
isfactory for a person who does 
not do heavy labor, though there 
is always some danger that a sud- 
den strain will cause senous trou- 
ble. Also it is a nuisance. Never- 
theless. there are many people who 
can wear a truss for many years 
with fairly good success. 


Some years ago the injection 


treatment was suggested for her- 
nia. The purpose of injection was 
to irritate the inside of the hernial 
sac so that a firm scar will form 
at the point where the hernia is 
bulging and force back the con- 
tents of the sac where it belongs. 


This method requires several 


treatments and carries some risk.

The Pennsy says smugly that since 
it operates "such a larger propor- 
tion of railroad passenger service" 
it has to carry more dead-heading 
employes 
of 
other 
roads 
than 


these carriers tote employer of the 
Pennsylvania. 


Proposes New I'lan 


So it proposes that all concerned 


start paying their own way, except. 
for vacation travel and emergency 
trips. And it adds that trips to 
Washington to see regulatory agen- 
cies are no emergencies these 
days. 


Railroads aren't the only ones 


to exchange courtesies. The custom 
is widespread in the professions. 
Doctors' families often get special 
consideration from hospitals and 
from

ample. 


Free loading is an art widely 


practiced in business. Officials—or 
even mere hired hands—of a cor- 
poration often take a valued cus- 
tomer, or a potential customer 
(who is likely to be even more 
highly valued i to lunch, or better 
still, to dinner and a girlie show. 
It's 
customary for the business 


man -to pick up the check on his 
expense account. 


Accounted For 


This is fine for the customer. 


And don't forget that the host is 
also getting a free lunch, or a free 
ogle at the girls. This could ac- 
count for a part of the generous 
impulses behind these invitations. 


Uncle Sam is beginning to take 


note of this great outpouring of 
generosity and goodfellowship by 
businessmen as it shows up in the 
income tax returns. 


Corporations are being asked in- 


creasingly to explain 
entertain- 


ment items. Couldn't the customer 
have been sold if he hadn't been 
taken to the most expensive night- 
club? And did four of the com- 
pany's junior executives have to 
go along—on the tax-deductible ex- 
pense account? 


Often corporations take whole

Social Security law such as pro- 
fessional engineers, architects, 
accountants, funeral directors, 
farm operator*, crlergjmen who 
elect co\ erase and others should 
Itet a social security card as (»oon 
a» possible. A social security card 
can be obtained by obtaining an- 
application for a social security 
card from jour post office, com- 
pleting this application and mail- 
ing it to jour nearest Social Se- 
curity Office. The post office can 
tell jou where your Social Secur- 
ity office is located. 
QUESTION • I am employed as A 


maid in a piivate home. Is my em- 
ployer reqmi ed to i eport my wages 
to Social Security and make de- 
ductions from my wages0 


ANSWER: Before January 1. 


1935 
jou must work at least 24 


daj's in a quarter for one em- 
plojer and be paid at least S50 
in a quarter by that employer 
before the emplojer must report 
jour wages. 


After January 1, 1955 the re- 


quirement is that jou must be 
paffi at least S.50 in a quarter for 
domestic work for one emplojer. 
If the abo\e requirements are 
met your employer should make 
deductions from jour wages and 
report jour wages to the Intern- 
al Revenue. 


Domestic work includes such 


work as caretaker of >ard and 
shrubbery, chauffeur, cook, laun- 
dress, and maid.
